‘he Denver Bears, who had set a minor-league one-game atten- 
dance ‘mark for three straight seasons on Fireworks ‘Night, couldn't 
match its 1982, mark of 65,666. But its July 2 crowd of 89,781 was 
still the second largest ever for a minor league baseball game, 

‘And the Renrs wound up the big winners on the playing field by 
sxeeping Louisville in four games in the league championships series. 
‘The “Association went hack to a four-team playoff format used in 
1981. "Louisville, the regular-season perceniage leader and Eastern 
Division champ, downed Oklahoma City's Western Division munnerap
